providing for technical and other 
assistance to soil and water conser­ 
vation districts in Missouri was 
signed today by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Orville L. Freeman in the 
office of Rep. Clarence Cannon of 
Missouri.

The agreement signed by the 
Secretary will form the basis for 
Department of Agi icultur« assist­ 
ance, 
mainly 
through 
the 
Soil 
Conservation Service, to Missouri’s 
51 soil and water conservation dis­ 
tricts organized under state law. 
Tn most states. Secretary Freeman 
explained, such agreements are be­ 
tween I’SDA and individual con­ 
servation districts 
but Missouri 
law provided for an overall State­ 
wide agreement followed by three- 
way agreements among the State 
Commission, individual districts in 
the state, and the Soil Conservation 
Service. The agi cement was pre­ 
viously signed by Dr. Elmer R. 
Kiehl. chairman of the Missouri 
State Soil 
and Water Districts 
Commission. 
The original agi cement w ith Mis­ 
souri was in 1944. The new' one re­ 
flects broader programs resulting 
from changing conditions. Secre­ 
tary Freeman said. 
The 
agreement 
provides 
for 
USDA help not only in soil and 
water conservation activities but 
in watershed protection, flood pre­ 
vention. farm forestry, and rural 
areas development. It encompass­ 
es research, education, technical 
assistance, cost sharing, and cred­ 
it. 
Missouri hat- stepped up its soil 
and water conservation aecom - 
plishments through soil and wa­ 
ter conservation districts in the 
last 3 years. The State is now 44 
percent covered by districts, an 
increase of 13 percent. The num­ 
ber of district farm er cooperators, 
the number of basic conservation 


farm plans completed, and the 
number of acres on which soil sur­ 
veys have been made have in­ 
creased over 25 percent.

IN DEFENSE OF PAIN 


Two years’ reflection after leaving the White House have 
given Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower some ideas on how to 
lighten the growing burden of Federal government. The 
Presidency may be the most powerful office in tlie world to­ 
day. but Gen. Eisenhower found his powers insufficient to 
prevent a $20 billion annual increase in the budget during 
his eight years in office. 
The former President's plan would require some Con­ 
stitutional amendments, which would prevent Congress 
from appropriating more than the Presidential budget 
called for except by a two-thirds majority of both houses, 
a new method of submitting the budget,*and Presidential 
power to veto separate items in any appropriations bill 
without having to veto the entire bill. 
But Gen Eisenhower realizes that 
such 
proceedural 
methods alone can’t stem the growth of government. The 
citizens must do that, the citizens have been somewhat dis­ 
interested in doing it. and the General wants to build a 
fire under them. 
He proposes to put the pam back into paying income tax­ 
es. Most personal income taxes today are slipped out of 
pay envelopes before the earnei evei sees the money. The 
earner thinks in terms of “takt home pay.” and seldom 
thinks about the money he earned but never received. Un­ 
der these circumstances, he is not aware ol the huge burden 
he is bearing. 
So. General Eisenhower suggests that the Government be 
allowed to collect no more than half the taxes due through 
withholding It would be up to the individual to put his 
money away, and to dispatch it to Washington once a quar­ 
ter or once a year. There would be a national cry of “ouch.” 
Pain serves a purpose by warning us of ailments that 
need attention. Painless taxpaying has masked what Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and others have recognized as a serious 
ailment of our nation 
a Government grown too 
vast, 
which saps the vigor of the nation by draining away too 
much of its life blood. 
Pained taxpayers would not be complacent about propos­ 
als to enlarge the Government’s tax appetite, and might 
even insist that present tax levels be cut back progressively.
